HE entries for the Irish International 
Grand Prix motor races, which are 
to be held in the Phenix Park, Dublin, 
on June 6th and 6th next, 
reached the total of forty. Three further 
entries have been received—two M.G. 
Midgets, entered by Mr. C. J. McMullan, 
Belfast, and by Mr. Deering Jackson, 
Newtownmountkennedy, and one Austro- 
Daimler, nominated by Mr. Dan Higgin, 
the popular Liverpool racing driver, who 
is also entering and driving an M.G, 
Midget in the first day’s race. Mr, 
McMullan has nominated Mr. W. Kehoe, 
the Athy motor cyclist, to drive his car. 

The total number of entries should 
really be forty-one, but some difficulty has 
arisen over the body type of the Mércédes- 
Benz. entered by the famous German 
driver, Herr Caracciola, and there is a 
doubt as to whether he will race or not. 
Consequently, until the matter 1s definitely 
decided. Herr Caracciola’s name has been 
removed from the list. This means that 
there are eleven cars for th 
second day’s race and twenty-nine for the 
first day’s race. 

Herr Caracciola has entered a Mércedes 
Benz with a two-seater body, and, accord- 
ing to the rules for the race, a car of that 
class must have a four-seater. body. He 
has written to the Race Organising Com- 
mittee of the Royal Irish Automobile Club 
stating that it may be impossible for him 
to get a car with a four-seater body of the 
type specified in the rules before the race, 
but that he would make every endeavour 
to do so.

RURAL IRELAND. 


Aristophanes imagined Cuckoo Town in —— Bl 
Nephelococevgia ; Antrim has brought the 
imagination to earth in Ballynacoy.

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Birds in -ACigration. 


I am pleased to learn that the Roya! 
Society for the Protection of Birds has 
arranged to fit up several lighthouses, 
with wooden rods or perches, upon which 
birds may rest during the migration 
periods. The dazzling glare of the light 
has been responsible for more casualties 
among migratory birds than probably any 
other cause; for the weary travellers, seek- 
ing a resting-place, circle around the 
lighthouse, and eventually dash them- 
selves against its walle. At the Tuskar 
Light, in Wexford, more than a thousand 
birds are said to have been found dead in 
a single morning. It was learned by ex- 
periment at the Terschelling Light, in 
Holland, that when perches were provided 
the birds would rest on them; and the 
Birds’ Protection Society, following this 
good example, hopes to have every light- 
house on the main routes of migrailee:

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing of the 5 epee made on 
behalf of the Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers 
Land Trust in the action which is brought 
against them and the Attorney-General by 
Robert Leggett and others was continued, 

The plaintiffs, who are British ex-Service 
men, all residing in hillester, on behalf of 
themselves and all other British ex-Service 
men holding cottages under the trusts of the 
Land Trust Powers Act, 1923, and the Irish 
Free State (Consequential Provisions) Act, 
1022. and on behalf of their own depen 
dants and the dependants of all the other 
ex-Service men, claim a declaration that the 
endowment established by the joint effect of 
these Acts and the British Treasur¥'s certi- 
ficate of the 31st December, 1923, constitutes 
a valid public trust; that the sole bene- 
ficiaries are ex-Service men and their imme- 
diate dependants; that the paramount inten. 
tion of the endowment is the provision of 
cottages for the accommodation of ex-Service 
men out of the capital assets of the endow- 
ment. and that' the intertron inciuces the 
purpose that the provision of such cottages 
should enure to the benefit of the immediate 
dependants of such ex-Service men; tat 
it is the duty of the defendants to vest in 
the ex-Service men the entire freehold or 
leasehold interest of the defendants in such 
cottages, free from all rent and other unneces 
sary burdens, and to secure to their imme 
diate dependants the right to acquire fheir 
interest in such ‘cottages under their wills 
or upon their death intestate; or, alterna- 
tively, to settle such cottages upon the ex- 
Service men and their inamediate dependants 
for the entire freehcld or leasehold interest 
of the defendants therein, free from all rent 
and other unnecessary burdens, 


BREACH OF TRUST ALLEGED. 


The plaintiffs alleged a breach of trust in 
regard to the contracts of tenancy of the 
cottages, and claimed ceclarations in respect 
of the payment of rent and certain inquiries 
and orders. Six of the plaintiffs further 
claimed an injunction fo restrain the defen- 
dants from ejecting them from their 
cottages. i 

The application on behalf of the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust was for an 
order that the plaintiffs’ statement of claim 
might be struck out on the ground that it 
disclosed no reasonable cause of action, and 
that al] further proceedings in the action be 
stayed or dismissed.

GREAT AND DANGEROUS SERVICE. 

The arguments of Mr. Overend in support 
of the application having concluded, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy submitted that the en- 
dowment established by the Acts referred to 
constituted a trust in favour of the plaintiffs. 
The Act of 1922 was, he said, passed to pro- 
vide an award for great and dangerous ser- 
vice, which had left stricken many of those 
men who had fought in the Great War. 
Those men had given of their best and 
risked their lives. and were not a charity to 
be provided for as such under any Act. A 
considerable sum of money had been pre- 
vided for them. and the object of the trust 
was one single purpose alone: it was to apply 
one and a half millions of money -in pro 
viding cottages for the survivors of those 
men who fought in the Great War. That 
exhausted the object of the trust, except 
that it was. within the equity of that object 
that the widows and orphans of those ex- 
Service men who diel prematurely should be 
provided for. as it could not be supposed 
that the British Government intended that 
such widows and orphans should be thrown 
out on the roadside. If that was not an 
endowment. he did not know the meaning 
of the English language. It was new to him 
that a grant was a thing that one took away 
after giving: that that one and a half millions 
of money which was provided for these men 
should be taken back when they died. A 
suggestion had been made on behalf of the 
Land Trust that there was a kind of result- 
ing trust to the British Treasury, but he sub- 
mitted that the British Government never 
could get the money back: it had been given 
once and for all. out and out. He submitted 
that he came within the legal definition of a 
trust, and that it was open to him to. obtain 
from the Court a determination of what were 
the trusts created by the Statute. 

“SORT OF SMOKE SCREEN.” 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Is not the whole 
matter a question of the construction of cer- 
fain documents’ 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—It is. my lord. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—You are not roing 
to alter the legal position by calling a num 
ber of witnesses to prove that thev are in a 
bad way, or that thev are paving too high 
rents, or are being badly treated.

Mr. Gavan Duffy replied that the Act 
called it a trust, and that in Section 3 of 
the Act of 1922 the first thing that was done 
was to declare the purpose of setting up

Counsel submitted that the order and rule 
under which the present application was made 
applied only to cases where it was plain 
and obvious that the statement of claim dis- 
closed no cause of action—where it was some- 
thing worse than demurrer; and. takings the 
position at its worst to himself, the rule 
wonld not apply unless it was shown that he 
had not an arguable point to argue. The 
rule did not anply at all where there was 
a question of difficulty or an important ques- 
tion of law or of fact, and where the ques. 
tions were complicated and ought to be deter- 
mined. 

POINT OF PROCEDURE. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that if he 
decided that question in favour of Mr. Gavan 
Duffy he decided nothing except the point 
of procedure. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—Your lordship will be 
deciding that the action goes on. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—It has nothing to do 
with the merits. It simply means that there 
is a cause of action. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—That is all I ask your 
lordship to decide: that I have a right to 
present my case to the Court and -have it 
heard. Your lordship is not invited to say 
whether I have a good cause of action or a 
had one. All your lordship is asked to say is 
that you will not stop the action at this stage 
on my friends’ representations. 

Mr. Finlay, who followed on the same side, 
said that the plaintiffs should not be driven 
from the seat of justice. unless the cause of 
action was incontestably bad, and it was 
shown that there was an abuse of the legal 
procedure, and the process of law. The pro- 
ceedings were not wantonly instituted, and 
the plaintiffs had a genuine grievance. 

Mr. McGuckin, for the Attorney-General, 
said that his attitude was that he had been 
misjoined as a party to the proceedings, and 
should be dismissed from, the action, with

Mr. Kelly, in the course of his reply for 
the Land Trust, said that the rents of the 
cottages were the cheapest in Ireland. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—Not until we struck 
against paying the rents which we were 
charged. 

"APPLICATION DISMISSED. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, dismissing the 
application, with costs, observed that the 
Attorney-General by filing a defence showed 
that he was content to let the action go to 
trial, and that was of importance in con- 
sidering the application before the Court. 
His lordship was not to be taken as pre- 
judging the case when he expressed the 
opinion that there were some matters in the 
action on which it was unlikely that the 
plaintiffs could succeed, but, whether they 
succeeded or not, there were other matters on 
which they could ask the Court for a de- 
cision, and which, he thought, they were 
entitled to have discussed in Court and not 
have treated in a summary fashion, as was 
asked by the defendants. Those, in his 
opinion, were not matters of a frivolous or 
vexatious nature, but were bona-fide ques- 
tions, and the plaintiffs ought to have an 
opnortunity of discussing them in Court. 

The result was applauded by ex-Service 
men and some women who had been listening 
to the arguments.

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
appeal in the case of the Cork Electric Sup ly 
(Company against Concannon and others. The 
appeal was by the defendants against an 
order of Mr. Justice Johnston, made in July, 
1930. which declared that in the event of a 
winding-up or liquidation of the plaintiff com- 
pany the Preference shareholders would not 
be entitled to participate rateably or at all 
with the Ordinary shareholders in any dis- 
tribution. of surplus assets remaining after 
The 
order further declared that the company had 
power to capitalise the whole or part of the 
amount by which the moneys payable to it 
by the Electricity Supply Board in respect of 
the compulsory acquisition of the company’s 
electric lighting undertaking exceeds the book 
value of the assets, and to apply this amount 
in paying up shares and securities. The de- 
fendants sought to have it declared that in 
the event of a winding-up or liquidation of 
the Cork Electric Supply Company the Pre- 
ference shareholders were entitled to partici- 
pate rateably with the Ordinary shareholders 
in any distribution of surplus assets, and, 
further, that the company had power to

The Revenue Commissioners, in their 
answer, submitted thaí the policies were not 
settled property within the meaning of 
Section 5 (2) and 22 (1) of the Finance Act, 
1894, and that, even upon the assumption 
that the policies were settled property within 
the meaning of these sections, the petitioners 
were not entitled to any relief under Section 
5 (2) of the Finance Act, 1894 and Section 
14 of the Finance Act, 1914. 

The Court held unanimously that the peti- 
tion should be dismissed.

Early that year the report 
of the Standing Committee recommended the 
Representative Church Body to ask the 
Synod to make a grant from the interest of 
the Auxiliary Fuad for educational purposes. 
That appeared to be illegal, and an exhaustive 
case was submitted to two eminent 
counsel, Messrs, Jellet and Overend. ‘the 
Auxiliary Fund was started in 1903, 
The position was so serious that between 
1900 and 1910 no less than £200,410 
had to he expended on payments to the 
clergy. . The appeal drawn up in 1903 would, 
if allowed to stand in its original form, have 
swept away all their difficulties. It was read 
from all the pulpits, and its object was to 
provide money to be administered for all 
purposes by the Representative Church Body. 
Subsequently the appeal was altered to define 
the purposes. 

Counsel’s opinion was that the additions 
and variations to the original appeal to pre 
vide a special fund to be available for all 
purposes approved by. the Representative 
Church Body were’ultra vttes, and could not, 
and did not, affect the trusts therein ex- 
pressed. The Auxiliary Reserve Fund was, 
therefore,-held for all purposes approved by 


| the Representative Church Body, and should 


he for the parpose of the Church. Payment to 
licensed Jay readers to discharge the duties 
which would otherwise have to be performed 
by a clergyman was also a purpdse to which 
the interest of the Auxiliary Rasctve Fund 
could be legally applied. One of the resuits

THE OPEN DOOR. 


Continuing, Mr. Maconchy said that. he 
knew that the members of the Synod had 
very much at heart the whole question of 
education, and he hoped that the Synod would 
not try to tie their hands.

liody would accent the opinion fully and act 


upon it, they would give it their earnest 
consideration. Jt was quite impossible to 
act on she opinion without telling the Synod 
that the effect of it would be to deprive them 
of that nominal control that they exercised 
cver the interest of the Auxiliary Fund. If 
tle Syaod wanted to retain that nominal 
control they would have to take some steps 
to upset counsel's opinion, and if they suc- 
ceeded in. upsetting counsel’s opinion they 
would defeat the very object that they had 
in view—the education of their children.

MISSIONARY WORK.

BISHOP OF MEATH’S VIEW. 


The Bishop of Meath, proposing the report 
of the Missionary Council, said that the 
Council was now in existence for three years 
and was endeavouring to do something 
more, AIRE than the old Board oí 
Missions. faving paid a tribute to Mr. 
Barber íor his very successful endeavours on 
behalf of the Council’s finances, he said that 
the Church of Ireland had the reputation of 
being the richest, Church in Christendom in 
proportion to itstnumbers. No one had a 
greater admiration, for the ability of their 
financial advisers than he had, but he did 
say \that.one. of the, greatest dangers facing 
the ‘Church of Ireland to-day was that it 
was becoming a mere capitalists’ society. 
(Hear, hear.) 

We do not want that, declared the 
Bishop: I am sorry if I have made a state- 
ment too strong, but I have made it so 
strong in order that it may get into your 
minds. I want you to look at our work 
more from the spiritual point than the 
material. (Applause.) 

The income of the Church of Ireland was 
between £600,000 and £700,000, and its con- 
tribution to foreign missions was £50,000 a 
year. Wheré was the comparison there? ‘To 

is mind, that was a very serious thing, 
indeed. He desired to ympress on the 
members of the Syned that there ran be no 
alternative for any Church between expansion 
and decay. (Applause.) 

Mr. .John Bristow, seconding, said that 
one of the hopeful signs was that the con- 
tributions for missionary work had not 
seriously declined. While he did not desire 
to suggest in what proportions the home 
Church and foreign missions should be sup- 
ported, he felt that the interest of a Church 
in missionary work was a symptom of the 
life of the Church. 


EFFECTS OF THE SCHEME. 

Canon Lewis-Crosby expressed the opinion 
that a great deal of harm was being done to 
the missionary cause by the scheme which was 
now under consideration. That scheme would 
abolish all auxiliaries of the great English mis- 
sionary sdcieties that had been working here.

PROHIBITION NOT NECESSARY. 
The Archdeacon of Dromore said that the 
temperance movement had succeeded largely 
because of public opinion. In the North 
they had done away with Sunday drinking— 
in fact, the whole face of Northern: Ireland 
had been transformed. In five years the con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor had fallen by 
52 per cent., and convictions for drunkenness 
had decreased by 37 per cent. in the same 
period. The Government were blamed be- 
cause they did not injtiaté legislation’ which 
there was a grave-reason to think. would be 
against the higher ideals of temperance. 
Some people were crying for prohibition, but

CAPTIVE HARE 
_ COURSING. 


-“ 


CALL FOR LEGISLATION, 


The Rev. Canon T. J. McEndoo proposed 
the following resolution :—'' That the mem- 
bers of the General Synod of the Church of 
Ireland protest’ against the cruelty involved 
in the practice ot coursing captave hares—a 
practice which is «increasing in certain parts 
of Ireland. Being convinced that the prac- 
ticé is unworthy of true sportsmen, a dis- 
grace to Christian civilisation, and contrary 
to the best instincts of the rising generation, 
we appeal to all the members of the Church 
of Ireland to do their utmost to instruct 
public opinion on the subject, and to bring 
pressure upon those who legislate for the 
Free State or Northern Ireland to abolish 
this evil law; and that copies of the resolu- 
tion be sent to the President of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Irish Free State and the 
Prime Minister of Northern Ireland.”’ 

Canon McEndoo said that coursing was in- 
troduced to England a little more than fifty 
years ago by a man who did so for the pur- 
ose of making money. Since then coursing 
had spread over many parts of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, and in the last two 
or three years had. spread enormously in 
Northern Ireland. Hares were captured on 
the mountains and then sent in boxes to 
whatever centre the coursing meeting was to 
take place. They were then kept in a con- 
fined space and allowed to run over it to 
learn the ‘‘escapes’’ for about fourteen days 
prior tq the coursing meeting, bat they had 
no reasonable chance of escape. The hare 
was one of the inost sensitive of creatures 
of the field and very easily hurt. A master 
of harriers declared that it was lable to 
receive such injuries as the human eye could 
not see. It was accustomed to run on the 
mountains, and there was no hiding place 
on the courses. If it succeeded at the meet- 
ing in reaching the escape, it was employed 
again, perhaps a week later, at another 
coursing meeting. Its worrying was only 
postponed. 

Of the sixty-six hares coursed at Dun- 
gannon last October, fifty-one were killed, 
some of them in such a brutalising fashion 
that he dare not describe it. It was said 
that that was exceptional, but at what were 
described as the best regulated courses—one 
cutside Belfast and another at Omagh 
—two out of every three hares coursed 
were killed. Many people who attended 
such meetings declared “Never again.”’ 
He _ believed in clean sport. not 
the horsible, degrading thing that coursing 
was. They professed to belong to a country 
that led other people. How could they do 
so when they tolerated this cruelty for the 


}amusement of the thoughtless and the financial 


benefit of the bookmakers and betting fra- 
ternities? They should, while they tolerated 
it, hold down their heads with shame. The 
Northern Government by a substantial 
majority rejected a private member's bill to 
abolish coursing. He did no# know the real 
reason for the Northern Government’s action. 
He had no doubt that it was because of vested 
interests. He asked the Synod of the Church 
to take a lead to see that this evil was put 
an end to by legislation. 


OUT TO WIN. 


Major-General Montgomery, Co. Tyrone, 
seconding, said that the fight on this ques- 
tion had been an uphill one, but they were 
going to win. Ninety-nine per cent. of think- 
ing people were behind them. Although the 
honour of starting this movement was with 
the Protestant Churches, they would make 
a great mistake if they thought that Roman 
Catholics were against them. At Fivemile- 
town the parish priest not only signed the 
petition in favour of the private bill, but 
preached a sermon asking his congregation 
to give the petition support by signing it, 
and they all did. (Applause.) No true sports- 
man that he had spoken to was in favour of 
coursing. 

Sir Robert Lynn, in the Northern Parlia- 
ment. said that he was only at one coursing 
meeting in his life, and that was thirty-five 
years ago, and the impression of its cruelty 
had never left his mind. He thought that 
members of the Northern Parliament dis- 
played a lamentable lack of moral courage 
in not passing legislation to stop coursing. 
Coursing had a demoralising effect on the 
rising generation. What was the use in 
teaching members of the Boy Scouts and 
Boys’ Brigade to be kind to animals when 
they saw their friends attending coursing 
meetings, which were legal?

It is said that the Irish Bar, once famous 
for classic and elegant advocacy, now 
hardly takes the trouble to finish its 
sentences.

Last night seven 
Free State schoolboys competed for prizes 
in the International Oratorical Contest 
which an American citizen has founded. 
The first prize—a free trip to Washington 
and a chance to win the world prize—fell 
to Mr. T. Shillington, of St. Columba’s 
College, Rathfarnham, and Mr. D. A. 
Murphy, of the Presentation College, 
Bray, was a close second.

If these boys were fair samples, our 
secondary schools are breeding-grounds of 
an ardent and intelligent patriotism, 
from which not only Ireland, but the 
whole Empire, will benefit in due time.

Such rivalry of wits and 
such exchange of ideas will teach Irish 
bovs of all creeds to know their common 
nationhood and to rejoice in it. 


The Dole. 


A remarkable condition of affairs has 
been revealed in the official statistics of 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund for the 
four weeks which ended on April 25th. In 
the first place, the fund’s deficit exceeds a 
million pounds a week, and it is expected 
to be in debt to the extent of a hundred 
million pounds by the end of the year. 
Secondly, there seems to be every reason for 
fear that large numbers of persons are 
obtaining benefits from it to which they 
have no title. For these reasons tbe first 
interim report of the Royal Commission on 
Unemployment Insurance is being awaited 
with keen anxiety. Except in extremist 
circles it is recognised generally that the 
existing system cannot be allowed to 
endure, and it is not impossible that the 
Socialist Government may have to accept 
some of the Commission s recommendations 
or be defeated in the House of Commons. 
It is thought that such recommendations 
will include increased contributions from 
the State, employers and workers, with 
reduced payments ; a ‘‘ means test ’’ which 
will embrace the whole income of whole 
families and will forestall the attempts of 
short-time workers to obtain the dole; 
steps to ensure that persons who have not 
paid the required number of premiums 
shall not get benefits, and a reduction of 
the married women who are not genuinely 
seeking work. Such provisions are not 
severe; indeed, the Commission with 
advantage could take a more drastic view. 
Some significant figures relating to the 
effects of the dole are given in the emigra- 
tion returns. Since the dole for a married 
man was increased by two shillings a week, 
the number of immigrants has increased 
and the number of emigrants has de- 
creased.

SUALLY the Dail spends its time dis- 
cussing some subject in which only 
a section of the deputies is interested, but 
yesterday it was otherwise. 7 
As a general rule, the House remains 
well filled during question time—due to 
the fact that about one-fourth of the 
members have put down questions which 
bear a remarkable resemblance to the 
questions to which the remaining three- 
fourths will be called upon by their con- 
stituencies to demand an answer later on. 
Questions finished, however, the majority 
of the members, in ordinary circumstances, 
disappear, leaving the field clear for those 
of their colleagues who are immediately 
interested in the matter under debate, and 
‘‘skeleton crews’’ replace each other as 


the subject changes. 
ABSENT WITH LEAVE. 


The members who are not in the House 
have adequate reasons for their absence 
as a general rule, apart from that c‘ 
boredom. Many of them are settling the 
affairs of nations in committee rooms; 
others are playing host to delegations from 
their constituencies (which must be a very 
difficult task sometimes, if one may judge 
by some of the samples of constituents 
occasionally seen in the neighbourhood of 
Leinster House); a few of the city members 
actually go home to tea or dinner (accord- 
ing to their view of the amenities and the 
possibilities of a crucial division). 

Yesterday, however, not only were ques- 
tions unusually interesting (including, as 
they did, one about the recent Electricity

Supply Board resignations), but the debate

DANGER OF INDUSTRIAL 
COLLAPSE.

The National Council of Industrv and 
Commerce, at its meeting in London 
yesterday, made a declaration warning the 
nation of the grave danger of an economical 
and industrial collapse, demanding imme- 
diate action by members of Parliament, 
and affirming its own determination to 
take ' whatever ste, may be necessary to 
assist in averting impending disast...’’ 

‘‘ Unless immediate and effective action 
is taken to reduce expenditure and to pro- 
tect British industry and agriculture,’’ 
says the declaration, ‘‘ an economic and 
industrial collapse is inevitable. 

‘‘ This meeting, therefore, deplores and 
condemns the apathetic attitude of the 
Government to the urgent and pressing 
needs of the times, and even more con- 
demns that section of the House of 
Commons which, while disagreeing funda- 
mentally and in principle with the policy 
of the Government, yet, for purely party 
ends, maintains it in office. It, therefore, 
urges and calls on individual members of 
the House of Commons to put country 
before party, and conscientiously to con- 
centrate their whole energy on the enforce- 
ment of such measures as are demanded 
and urgently required by the present 
economic depression, or to resign their 
seats and take the considered opinion of 
their constituents in view of existing cón- 
ditions.’ Fhia. 

Sir William Morris said that it was 
industry which provided the politicians 
with the revenue which financed their 
schemes, and industry was beginning to 
realise the power of the purse.

The Foreign Secretary explained that 
the Preparatory Disarmament Commission 
had succeeded, after long discussion, in 
reaching an agreement on certain tables 
for the giving of information concerning 
armaments. The British Government 
thought these tables should be adopted. 
The German Government proposed addi- 
tions, which were invariably rejected by 
other States. 

Dr. Curtius said that Germany desired 
that information should be supplied on 
existing war material, either in stock or 
in service, and also on trained reserves. 
As was expected, M. Briand, French 


Foreign Minister, immediately rose and 
said that his Government would accept the 
British proposals, but that the German | 
proposition could not be entertained. 

The Japanese delegate, Mr. Yoshizawi, | 
stated that Japan attached great import- | 
ance to universal and simultaneous exh 
sentation of information regarding arma- | 
ments. All States might not agree to give 
this information, which would place some 
countries in an embarrassing position. 

After Signor Grandi and M. Zaleski. 
the Foreign Ministers of Italy and Poland 
respectively, had supported the British 
proposal, Seftor Lerroux, the rapporteur 
of the debate, proposed to adjourn it till 
Friday, when he hoped to submit a new 
report and a draft resolution. 

As if to make up for lost time, the 
Council raced through the rest of its 
agenda, varied from slavery and counter- 
feit currency to the traffic in women and 
children. According to the report on this 
subject, six countries—Albania, Chile, 
Finland, Greece, Latvia and Rumania 
have not yet fulfilled their promises to 
give effect to the treaties to put down the 
white slave trade. The report, therefore, 
foreshadows that more stringent penalties 
may be imposed. 


DELEGATION COMPLAINT. 


M. Litvinoff, the Soviet Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, informed me this after- 
noon that he had written to Sir Eric 
Drummond, the Secretary-General of the 
League of Nations, complaining of the 
difficulty which the Russian delegation 
had encountered in Geneva in obtaining 
accommodation. The hotel proprietors 
raised all sorts of pretexts against giving 
them quarters, and several declined to 
house the Russians at any price. Eventu- 
ally M. Litvinoff secured accommodation 
at the hotel where the Germans are stay- 
ing, largely through their intervention. 

This complaint came before the private 
meeting of the Council this morning, and 
it hag beem.arranged that a member of the 
Russian delegation and a representative of 
the Geneva hotel industry shall meet and 
thresh the matter out. M. Litvinoff also 
informed me that there was no truth in 
the statement that he had _ protested 
against the selection of Geneva for the 
Disarmament Conference. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson's selection as 
President of next year’s Disarmament 
Conference has been everywhere hailed 
with satisfaction; for, in addition to his 
prestige as Foreign Secretary, he was him- 
self personally popular among the dele- 
gates. He personifies British common- 
sense, which is a quality deeply appre- 
ciated among delegates who are apt to 
argue the point to excess.

TARIFFS WILL NOT HURT 
WAGES. 


R. NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN, ina 
broadcast talk last night on tariffs 
and unemployment, declared: “ Protection 
is coming in this country, whether Free 
Traders like it or not, and when it comes, 
though it will not bring a new heaven, i 
will certainly bring a new hope and & new 
confidence to industry. The storm will 
not be over, but you will begin to see the 
silver lining behind the clouds.”’ 

Talks on the same subject have already 
been broadcast by Mr. Lloyd George and 
Mr. Graham. 

Mr. Chamberlain said: “ If the country 
had listened to my father’s advice in 1903 
—if we had embarked on trade treaties 
with the Dominions and with India, we 
should not have been in the position we 
are to-day. But, even now, it is not too 
late to recover some of the lost ground and 
to build up prosperity. 

““ People talk as though we believed that 
protection alone would be sufficient at 
once to cure unemployment, and thatgif we 
had it we should pass unscathed thTough 
the world troubles which are hitting all 
countries to-day. We have never made 
such an extravagant claim. 


CUSTOMERS BECOME 
COMPETITORS. 


“ What we say is that when all our old 
foreign customers have become competi- 
tors, and when they are all dumping their 
surplus into this country at such cut- 
throat prices as their lower standards of 
work enable them to quote, we must have 
protection for our industries, if we are to 
keep up cur standards. That doctrine is 
fully accepted by the Trade Union 
Congress.”’ 

Dealing with the argument that tariffs 
cannot help wages, and that wages are 
higher in free trade than in protected 
countries, he said: “ In certain countries 
where protection is exceptionally high you 


i find the highest rates of wages of all—in 


America and Australia, for instance. 

“I sav very confidently that tariffs 
would not hurt wages here. On the 
contrary. I believe that the introduction 
of a tariff is the only possible way of main- 
taining the rates of wages and conditions 
of working at anything like their present 
level.”’ 


THE MOTOR INDUSTRY. 


Both Mr. Llovd George and Mr. Graham 
had chosen the trades which they thought 
would best illustrate their case—cotton, 
coal, shipping and shipbuilding. They 
said nothing about the motor industry, 
which had benefited so wonderfully from 
the McKenna duties. They said nothing 
about the effect of safeguarding on such 
industries as chemicals, rubber tyres, 
wrapping paper or lace.

MANAGER’S STATEMENT.

AGRICULTURE MINISTER 
ON TARIFFS. 


Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT presided. 

On the second stage of the Finance 
(Customs Duties) Bill. 1931, 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that the bill sought 
to impose taxes in a dangerous and insidious 
manner, without any consideration of the true 
facts. If anyone came forward with a pro- 
posal to come to the assistance of an organisa- 
tion that was in difficulties by imposing fresh 
taxes on the taxpayer, it would be regarded 
in such a crude form as preposterous. That 
was what happened in the case of the 
Associated Creameries, for the tariff on butter 
had the effect of saving the creameries from 
insolvency.

THE COUNTY HOSPITALS. 

The MINISTER went on to explain that 
one-fourth of the proceeds which it was 
proposed to allocate to the different county 
hospitals would be for the improvement or 
equipment of such hospitals, the idea being 
that none of the proceeds should go to the 
maintenance of patients or directly to the 
relief of rates. The object was to make 
the county hospitals really up-to-date. The 
money would be apportioned between the 
various Boards of Health in proportion to 
the population of each county, and the duty 
of seeing that the money was properly ex- 
pended would devolve upon the Minister for 
Local Government. 

Continuing, the Minister said that the 
object of making the new Act retrospective 
was to ensure the continuity of employment 
of the staff of the Hospitals’ Trust. It was 
necessary, before one scheme was finally 
completed that the next scheme should be 
sanctioned by the Ministry, and, as it would 
be almost a miracle to have this bill passed 
into law before sanctioning the next sweep, 
he proposed to ask the House on the Com. 
mittee stage to make the bill retrospective, so 
as to apply to any scheme that might be 
sanctioned after the Ist of May. 


OPPOSITION COMMENTS. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F.. Dublin Co.) said 
that, while his party were not prepared to 
oppose this bill, they did not think it would 
be right to let it pass without voicing 
the feeling which a considerable num- 
ber of deputies had as to the ex- 
tension of the sweepstake principle, par- 
ticularly when it was proposed that the 
sweepstakes were for the purpose of providing 
money for hospitals which more properly 
should come from public funds. The original 
bill was agreed to as a temporary measure 
to prevent certain hospitals from closing 
down, and any extension of its scone would 
tend to make it permanent. For that reason 
they felt that, before this bill went through, 
the whole question ought to be carefully 
examined. | 

The primary purpose of the bill was to 
provide money for the hospitals, but there 
were other people who took a large propor. 
tion of the money that was collected. A 
large number of people suffered hardships and 
privations in order to provide the money 
with which to buy sweep tickets, and beside 
these there were other classes who were 
spending more money on the sweeps than they 
could afford. i 

Some of the hospitals were being in- 
duced to undertake capital expenditure 
which would impose upon them further 
commitments for maintenance and opera- 
tion, which, if sweepstakes were to he 
discontinued, would involve them in very 
grave financial difficulties. 

When the original bill was before the 
House he did not think that there was any 
section which anticipated a monopoly in the 
promotion of sweepstakes would be created, 
or that it should be confined to one syndicate. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNY said that he 
had given it to be understood that it was 
not desirable to have rival sweepstakes. 


LABOUR PRAISE. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
he believed posterity would pay a well 
deserved tribute to the people who initiated 
the hosnital sweepstakes business,. simply 
because it would enable the hospitals to be 
efficiently equipped, and to give treatment 
to the poor who required it. No citizen was 
being forced to buy tickets. Most, of the 
money collected was coming from outside 
countries, and so long as that continued 
there was no reason why the sweeps should 
not be continuea. The only change he would 
make would be tw take the organisation of the 
business out of the hands of private indivi- 
duals, and put it under the care of the State. 

Captain REDMOND (National League, 
Waterford) suid that he was glad that the 
Minister saw the necessity of extending the 
principle of the existing measure, which had 
proved in practice a huge success. The 
original proposal was a temporary one, and 
it was a temporary one still. The extending 
Act would come to an end in 1934. 

Not more than ten more sweeps could be 
organised during the period between now and 
July, 1934. He disagreed with the suggestion 
that the Minister was giving a monopoly to 
a certain group of individuals to promote 
sweepstakes. The matter was in the hands 
of the hospitals themselves.

demand for a centralised scheme for Dublin 
hospitals, and with the Sweep money being 
allocated in the — way the system of 
small hospitals, efficient and inefficient. would 
be maintained, and proposals for centralisa- 
tion would not be carried out. He might be 
disposed to take a different attitude towards 
the ‘‘ sweep” if a scheme were devised. as 
a result of moneys from the “‘ sweeps.’’ for 
carrying out this centralisation proposal. 

It ought to be possible to give more than 
twenty-five per cent. of the proceeds of the 
sweep to the hospitals, and he asked the 
Minister for an assurance that the promoters 
were not getting an undue amount of profit 
from the sweep. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin S.} asked 
the Minister to make some provision by which 
the nurses who were not under local authori- 
ties, and who had no persion rights, might 
get assistance out of the sweepstakes. 

_ Reference had been made to the amalgama- 
tion of hospitals in. Dublin, but it was verv 
important to have small hospitals in 
proximity to patients, especially in sudden 
surgical cases. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
what they feared was an increase in the 
appetite for gambling as a result of the 
““ sweeps.”” By extending the number of 
hospitals which would benefit it would make 
it more difficult to resist any attempt to 
bring the sweeps to an end. Now that 
the scheme was working smoothly, the pro- 
moters should get a smaller amount, and the 
sum saved could go to the hospitals. 


'' DEMORALISING EFFECT.” 

Mr. HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said that 
the scandal and demoralising effect of the 
Act had made this country a byword among 
the countries of the world. 

Mr. BENNETT (Govt., Limerick), in 
supporting the bill, said that no big sweep- 
stake ever had been run on such economical 
lines as those under consideration, The 
Special Committee that considered the 
original bi'] arrived at a figure of thirty per 
cent. for the expenses, but in fact the ex- 
penses were between seven per cent. and eight 
per cent. of the receipts. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.) said that 
he did not think any moral question was 
raised in this bill. Betting was wrong only 
when it was carried to excess, He was not 
enthusiastic in favour of the original bill, 
because he was not in favour of stabilising 
the conditions of the Dublin hospitals. He 
held that there were too many hospitals, and 
that something should have been done to 
centralise hospital administration in the city 
The sweepstakes had been a phenomenal suc- 
cess, judged hy the financial results, and he 
would like to be assured by the Minister that 
the Dublin hospitals which had received larce 
sums of money had complied with the condi- 
tions laid down in the Act. He would also 
like to know why the five hospitals named in 
the hill were included, while others were ex- 
cluded. He admitted that the hospital at 
Cappach was doing excellent work. 


‘‘ MISREPRESENTATION.”’

Mr. MULCAHY. Minister for Local Go- 
vernmefi8£ WH reminded the House that the 
Minister for Finance in his Budget speech 
had foreshadowed that the Government 
would introduce proposals for the remodelling 
of local government machinery. In the 
circumstances, they thought that no ad- 
vantage would be gained by having the 
local elections now. The election would 
take lace for the County Borough 
Council of Waterford and Limerick, and one- 
third of. the members on the Council 
in Cork would be elected. It was 
considered unnetessary to spend £50,000 
on local election on the ene hand, and, on the 
other, to give public representatives the 1n- 
convenience of contesting. an election if a 
period that would not be the normal period 
of the life of the Council. Then, while they 
would ‘be discussing very important proposals 
dealing with. local government, they would 
have in office cotincils which had had a con- 
tinuing experience for the ‘ast three years. 
It was thought that this would be another 
advantage. 

There was consequential jrovision for the 
continuance of Boards of Health and other 
bodies nominated, in whole or in part, by 
County Councils, as well as provision for 


filling vacancies created by death or resigna- 


tion. Since the County Councils, Urban Dis- 
trict Councils and Town Commissioners were 
now elected on the same day, and shared the 
expenses of the election, it was felt that it 
would be unfair to hold the elections for the 
last-named bodies alone, and leave them to 
carry all the expense. Also, at the annual 
elections of chairmen of these bodies would 
take place at about the time the Eucharistic 
Congress was held next year, it was felt that 
they should be postponed, as many of the 
chairmen would be identified ex-officio with 
the Congress functions, and it would be a bad 
time to change them. 


AN UNNECESSARY BILL. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F.. Dublin, N.), thought 
that the bill was entirely unnecessary. What 
the Eucharistic Congress had to do with the 
election of chairmen he could not see. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare), said that the 
argument that they would save money could 
be advanced in favour of postponing anything, 
including a general election. 

Mr. SHAW (Govt., Longford-Westmeath) 
hoped that something would be done to re- 
duce the number of members on Co. Councils. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo, 8.) said 
that the Minister had not advanced any sub- 
stantial argument in support of the measure. 
and he did not see why the ordinary Council 
should be-interfered with. If it was held 
that the country was democratically run, then 
they must have elections. 

Mr. MULCAHY, in reply, said that he 
hoped by this bill to keep party questions out 
of local administration. It was too much to 
ask the ratepayers to pay £30,000, which the 
elections would cost, in order to ascertain 
what the ratepavers thought of Fianna Fail in 
June, 1931. He hoped that by 1934 the 
deputies on the opposite benches would have 
got out of the idea of electing local bodies on s 
political programme. The machinery was 
ready for elections when the proper time 
came. The only thing that they were called 
upon to decide there was whether, anticipat- 
ing that new machinery of local government 
would be put into operation in eighteen 
months or two years, they were 
going to ask those who carried on local go- 
vernment to put the ratepayers to the 
expense of an election this year. He did not 
think that it was reasonable to ask it.

IN THE TRAIL OF THE 
PETROL TAX.

On the report stage oí the financial resolu- 
tions arising ouf of the Budget, 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finence, said 
that it was intended to exempt turpentine 
from the petrol taxjyof fourpence per gallon. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the price of petrol 
was still higher here than in England or 
Northern Ireland. He thought that if the 
Government took up the question with the 
oil companies with sufficient vigonr they 
would be able to effect further reductions. 
The tax on petrol had been passed on to the 
consumer, 

Mr. JOHN GOOD (Indept.. Dublin Co.) 
eaid that heretofore larce supplies of printers’ 
ink hed been admitted, but within the last 
few day quantities of that commodity had 
been stopoed by the Customs. 

Major MYLES (Indept., Donegal) men- 
ticned the imconvenience. that was ‘being 
caused: at the border by the hold-up for 
analyses of commodities which were suspected 
of containing oil. * Printers’ ink, among 
other things, was held up. When the House 
voted for a tax on petrol, they were unaware 
that they were voting for a tax on a number 
of other eommodities. 

Mr. BLYTHE, in replying. said that the 
Minister for Industry’ and Commerce, who 
had had charge of matter, and whom he 
consulted before introducing the Budget, was 
ef opinion that, though the retail pt of 
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discourse, but it is only fair to say that her 
services were seldom required. All the boys, 
in fact, were remarkably self-possessed, and 
the first and second prize-winners gave evi- 
dence of a great deal of talent.

Most. of 
them gave a short*summary of the historieal 
events leading’ up to the Treaty, and the 
Shannon scheme and the hospitals’ sweep- 
stakes also came in for a good deal of atten- 
tion. It was a little unfortunate that the 
latter should have received so many tributes ; 
for the competitors afterwards found them- 
selves called upon to disapprove of it ! 

The impromptu speeches were probably 
more trying for those concerned, but, 
although several of the competitors 
assured the audience of their HE ig 
of terror, none seemed really disconcerted. 
The main argument against lotteries was 
its demoarlising effect on the nation, at a 
(ime, as one competitor pointed out, when the 
Government should have been particularly 
careful to encourage thrifty ways among its 
citizens. Another suggested that, :f the hospi- 
tals must be subsidised, it would be better 
to do so by taxation, but this remark left the 
audience unmoved. 


THE JUDGES’ REMARKS. 

In announcing the decision of the judges, 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that, though the 
contest had been an extremely close one, they 
were all agreed on their Wecision. Shillington 
and Murphy had very little between them, 
and it was not until the second speech that 
they had been able to decide definitely in 
favowr of the former, It had been a very in- 
teresting contest, he said, ard he hoped that 
it had been followed with n; “for 
experience had proved that the opinions ol 
young men are not to be left out of account. 
It was very gratifying to find in all the 
entrants a sense of patriotism and devotion 
to their country. As regards the other com- 
petitors, Houston gave a ee display, and 
he would have stood a much better chance if 
his delivery had been more finished. His 
matter was excellent, and gave a very good 
summary of the Free State’s position. se 
congratulated all, and said that the contest 
had been a great success. 

The Editor of the Jrish Times expressed the 
view that they had been very fortunate in 
securing the services of Mr. Justice Meredith. 
His summing-up, he said, had been admirable 
and there was not the least likelihood cf 
an appeal being taken before a higher court. 

Before that night he had been rather of the 
opinion that in this couytry there was al- 
ready oratory enough and to spare, but these 
boys were not only learning oratory, they 
were “ thinking on their feet” and expressing 
their sincere views. There would We nothing 
better for Ireland than that this contest 
should develop, and he regretted that the 
numbers this year were so few. <A competi- 
tion, including Irish schools of all denomina- 
tions, would bind them together, and would 
teach them that they have more in common 
than, perhaps, they think they have.

A good many investors are probably 
wondering whether they should take an in- 
terest in gilt-edged securities at the present 
juncture. Some may be asking the question 
because of the indications of a further rise in 


prices, and the natural desire not to be left 
out of an upward movement. There is no 
doubt that the public, as a rule, is more 
attracted to Stock Exchange securities when 
markets are good than when the reverse is 
the case, and, somewhat curiously, both con- 
ditions have obtained for some time past, 
though the strength has been confined to

The report further states that, as a eonse- 
quence of keen competition on a market in 
which the demand is. less than the suppiv, 
paper prices have continued to fall, with the 
result that the direct profits of the company, 
and those on.which it relies for the payment 
of interest and dividends, have been adversely 
affected,

Tolley had a narrow escape against Lunt 
in the fourth round, where he was two down 
with two to play, but he won at the nineteenth 
hole. In the next round, when opposed to 
Tippet, he was far below the form he dis- 
played when crushing Harris on the previous 
day. 

There was much amazing golf, Ró“ the 
most lurid being in the tie between Lister 
Hartley and Straker. Straker was out in 34, 
three up. He had holed several long putts, 
and at the eighth Hartley holed one across 
the green for a two. Straker responded to 
this at the ninth by holing out of a bunker, 
and at the tenth Hartley holed a chip shot 
of forty yards. The startling sequel to these 
fireworks was that although Hartley was round 
in 73, a lower score than his cpponent, he 
was defeated. 

The last match to finish saw the exit of 
the most wonderful veteran of the champion- 
ship, Mr. Beaumont Pease, Chairman ol 
Lloyd's Bank, who just failed to emulate what 
he did four years ago when he reached tlre 
last eight. 

MacCORMACK’'S GREAT WIN. 

Dr. J. B. MacCormack had two magnificent 
victories. He had a great win «ver Reginald 
Straker, former Surrey Champion, and one 
of the biggest men in the field. In this match 
MacCormack looked like being beaten, but 
his fighting qualities came out, and he was 
two down with two to play, and yet won the 
match at the nineteenth. 

For the greater part of the round Mac- 
Cormack was down. He started with a birdie 
three, but lost the second hole in five.
